He stated that he had been in St. Louis, 
had resided in 


Men ark for eight months, and had he conic of age while a resident of tliis 
city. He had never voted any place before and had been told that he had 
a right to rote in Newark. He did not attempt to conceal anything from 
the registrars and when informed that he could not register, 
left and 


went to his rooming house. Seven dajo Liter he was arestcd. 


Messick's story as told the Ad\ociite can be verified by all the regis- 


trars in Precinct D. Friday night he met Henry Emberry, the latter ask- 
ing him if he had registered. Replying that lie had not, EniDerry stated 
that he would accompany him over to the proper registering place. 
Both 


men went to Precinct D and Messick registered. He has lived in Newark 
something over a year and had a rig-it to vote. There is 110 question about 
that fact. He registered properly at Precinct D, not Dollis,, as some of the 
Republican bosses tried to intimidate through the local papers.

Joseph Spongier, Living in Union Township Shot 


Through the Heart by Murderous Robbers 


Probably Saturday Night. 


POLICE ARE WORKING ON SEVERAL CLEWS

Lying on his back, with his feet across his own door sill, the body of 


Joseph Span"ler, an aged recluse, living on the Central City road in Union 


township, five and a half miles south-west of Newark, was found Sunday 
moinmg about S:30 o'clock by Floyd Sieadman, a farmer, who was driving 


to meet the mteruiban car. A big pool of blood and a bullet wound m the 


left breast told the story of murder as plainly as words could. 
Robbery 


was probably the motive as the pockets of the dead man had been rifled. 


Foot-piints leading westward into a cornfield showed 
niuideier took after accomplishing his terrible work. 


Spangler probably 
met hio death

\ear did he come to this city.

This loss lias been shown to be over $25,000 up to the present time, 


with a certainty that the annual increased expense caused by the change 
will not be less than $1,200.

was at the old site.

LAW GIVES MAYOR POWER 


HITS OF THE GOT 


TO STOP SHIM' BASEBALL 


Randolph Washes His Hands of the Issue as Pontius 


Pilate Did of the Murder of Jesus Christ by Say- 


ing "I Would Have No Jurisdiction," 


After heaping abuse and misrepre- 


sentation upon tlie record of Herbert 
Aiherton 
when he was mayor 
of 


Newark some years ago, when the 
machinery for law enforcement was 
totally inadequate to accomplish the 
ends for which a number of laws had 
been enacted, the American Tribune 
again on Saturday night throws dust 
into the eyes of a number of the sup- 
porters of their candidate for mayor, 
E. S. Randolph, who have become a 
little lukewarm because of his contin- 
ued and stubborn refusal to declare 
*here he stands upon the subject of 
Sunday baseball. 


A large number of men would sup- 


port Mr 
Randolph 
upon general 


principles if they knew he would not 
oppose or suppress Sunday baseball, 
which they conscientiously believe is 
right, and also believe that in this 
realm the mayor should not interfere. 
But they are fearful that if elected 
mayor, Randolph would be compelled 
by the element in his party to which 
he owes his political birth, as an as- 
pirant for the office of chief execu- 
tive of this city, to do so. 


This element, the one which chlor- 


oformed Mayor McCleeryT and hypno- 
tized Randolph, and led by General 
George B. Cox Hamilton, forced Ran- 
dolph's nomination upon the Repub- 
lican convention, demanded of Ran- 
dolph that lie close the baseball park 
on Sunday, 
They will be satisfied 


with nothing short of this, and Ran- 
dolph knows It, as well as every other 
intelligent Republican who knows the 
situation, or has even cursorily look- 
ed into the matter. He would be a 
political ingrate if he did otherwise 
than 
stand 
by those who made it 


possible for him to get the nomina- 
tion after sandbagging McCleery. In 
fact he was 
picked upon by those 


men as the one that 
could 
most 


easily be bent to their desires if he 
became mayor, and the suppression 
of Sunday baseball wltn them'was a 
paramount issue, in the demand for 
law enforcement. 


Several of the ministers of the city 


publicly denounced the playing o'^the 
game on Sunday, and lai^the blame 
at the door of the mayor, as did oth- 
ers who do not 
believe 
the game 


should be allowed. These men 
are 


lined up solidly for Randolph. 
We 


defy a refutation of the charge that 
every man who is opposed to Sunday 
baseball will vote for Randolph on 
hat 
issue. Why? 
Simply because 


they believe he will ujf Iiis power to 
suppress it. 


x Now that is a statement that even 
the most equivocal and sophistical 
will not deny. He is expected to do 
it, and he will do it. 


Well knowing that this is the fact, 


but in order that he may not lose the 
votes of those who favor the Sunday 
game, Randolph and nig managers do 
not have the courage of their convic- 
tions. They will not come out and 
say so, as they hasten to do on every 
other issue. And why again? Is not 
the reason patent to anyone? 


Has Randolph or any one connect- 


ed with his campaign, ever denied 
that he personally is opposed to Sun- 
day baseball, which he has a perfect 
right to be? 
And if he is, will he 


not, if true to himself, use his power 
to stop the game? 


Does it need 
any argument 
to 


prove so self-evident 
a fact? 
TJn- 


Tribune? 
Simply washes his hands 


of the matter, as Pilate did of the 
murder of Jesus Christ. Pilate said 
in substance, "I find no sin in this 
just man, but will have nothing more 
to do with the matter; take him he- 
ore another magistrate." 


Randolph says in effect 
"I would have no jurisdiction in 


this matter, if elected, and therefore 
will not say I am in favor or opposed 
to the proposition." 


'An almost perfect analogy. Pilate 


hould have declared himself and act- 
ed upon his declaration. 
Randolph 


should declare himself, and then act 
accordingly. 


It is silly to say 
he would have 


no jurisdiction over Sunday baseball 
outside the city limits. Almost ev- 
ery one knows that this Is an idle ex- 
cuse for dodging the issue, but the 
Advocate has been able to find the 
law as plainly laid down as to the 
mayor's jurisdiction, as the one for- 
bidding burglary. It is good law, and 
cannot be gainsaid nor put aside. Itl 
can be found in the Second Ohio Re- 
ports (reprint). 


We will quote one of the ^rllabi of 


this case, which covers the point ex- 
actly: 


"Whererer a justice of the peace 


can send his process beyond the llm- 
its of liis township, a mayor may send 
Iiis process beyond the limits of his 
city." 


Now, 
we believe that any further 


argument upon this question is ab- 
solutely 
unnecessary. This is the 


law, which defines the mayor's juris- 
diction plainly, unequivocally, and 
beyond any cavil or dispute. 


Every man who favors baseball on 


Sunday must know that when he 
votes for Randolph he is voting for a 
man who is bound to stop the game 
on that day, and one who, if elected, 
will have the power to do so. 


Henry Baker

Gov- 
ernor Harris was even modest enough 
In his Thanksgiving proclamation/ as 
he is in other things, tq express no 
exultation- over the roseate prospect 
before him of being a candidate to suc- 
ceed himself in the office to which he 
was raised by the death of Governor 
Pattison. 
- It will he only a few days until the 
etate will swarm with candidates seek- 
ing places on ~the Republican state 
ticket next year, some of which are al- 
ready in the field.

Announcement was made that A. L-. 


Corman of Medina county, liquor tax 
deputy in the office of Auditor of State 
Gutlbert, will be a candidate for the 
Republican nomination for that office 
at the coming state convention. Mr. 
Corman was a receptive candidate for 
the nomination in 1903, when Guilbert 
•was nominated for a third term, but 
withdrew before the convention met. 
This time he says he is in the fight to 
stay and hopes to win. Mr. Corman 
comes from the "Western Reserve and 
has been an employe in the office of 
the auditor of state more than a dozen 
, years. He was chief clerk of the of- 
fice until the beginning of the present 
term of Mr. Guilbert, when he was 
njade liquor tax deputy. His active 
campaign for the nomination will be- 
gin immediately after the atmosphere 
Clears up after the municipal elections. 
* • • 


However, Mr. Corman will have op- 


position out of the same office. Ed- 
ward 
M. Fullington, deputy state 


auditor, from Union county, has been 
In the race for the nomination as 
auditor of stfftte for some time.

Another hearing was <"ivea men in- 


terested in insurance legislat'on by the 
legislature's joint committee on insur- 
ance, after which the committee ad- 
journed till Nov. 12, when the subject 
of insurance taxation will be consid- 
ered. At that time the national taxa- 
tion conference will be in session and 
the members hope to get some light on 
the subject from that source. 
The 


committee reconsidered its action tak- 
en at the last meeting and decided to 
recommend a law allowing companies 
to issue both participating and non- 
participating policies, but requiring 
those that do it to make separate ex- 
hibits of the business in their annual 
reports. The committee also decided 
to recommend a bill permitting life in- 
surance companies to invest in mort- 
gages on perpetual leases. Now the de- 
partment holds that such realty 5s not 
unencumbered property, and for that 
reason such investments cannot now 
lie made. 


The committee approved a bill de- 


claring the reserve of a life insur- 
ance company a liability to be deduct- 
ed from the tax returns of a domestic 
company. The courts have not per- 
mitted this and it is the big question 
In the suit for back taxes against the 
Union Central. It was decided to rec- 
ommend a bill abolishing the so-called 
burial associations. They are now 


operated wholly without legal con- 
trol. 
The committee declined to

sympathy In his heart can read the 
report of the latest execution at the 
Ohio penitentiary without regretting 
that the legislature at its session in 
1906 
failed to abolish capital punish- 


ment. Here is Just enough of the 
story of the execution of Royal Fow- 
ler, aged 25, of Dayton, even for the 
diabolical crime of murdering a wo- 
man, 
to make the "creeps" go up and 


down the spinal cord: 


Fowler's face was white, but calm 


as he entered the death chamber with 
a firm tread, accompanied by Rev. 
Frederick McMillen of the Dayton Me- 
morial Presbyterian church; Chaplain 
D. J. Starr of the prison and Captain 
Walter Collins of the Volunteers of 
America. A moment before he had re- 
minded Deputy "Warden Jewell that 
the leg of his trousers must be split 
to allow the electrode to reach his 
flesh. This was the last of the prep- 
arations made. He refused to listen 
to the reading of the death warrant. 
Seating himself In the chair without 
assistance, Fowler said: "Good-bye 
Florini," as his eyes lingered on the 
face of Albert Florini, the Dayton at- 
torney, 
who acted as his counsel. 


"Nothing, only that I trust in God," 
were the last words of the man, said 
in answer to the question of the war- 
den if he had anything to say as to 
whether he should be put to death. 
* * * 


According to a story which comes 


from Cleveland Senator Schmidt is 
preparing a canal bill which is likely 
to precipitate one of the hardest fights 
at the coming session of the legisla- 
ture. The bill provides for the state 
supervision of canal traffic and for a 
general improvement of the state ca- 
nals with convict labor, and will affect 
millions of dollars worth of canals and 
be of interest to shippers and railroad 
people throughout the state. 


"I believe the convict labor clause 


in it will be of immense interest," said 
the senator. "I do not believe the state 
should keep its convicts penned up in 
one spot. They should be given all the 
fresh air and sunshine they can-get, 
and no better return to the state can 
be made than in improved canals. I 
would propose that portable stockades 
be arranged and that as many convicts 
as possible be turned loose on the work 
of improving the canals. They must 
be dredged, strengthened and lined in 
some places. They must be made suit- 
able to motor canal boat traffic. It is 
coming and much quicker than people 
generally realize. Millions of dollars 
Improvement to the canals can be 
made at a cost to the state of nothing 
but the convicts' food and supervision. 
I have been given to understand that 
the union labor people favor the 
scheme because of its humanitarian 
side. They are opposed to convict la- 
bor on shoes, brushes and so forth be- 
cause it hurts their tradesmen, but 
they also wish to see convicts treated 
in such a way as not to do them harm, 
a steady confinement in the peniten- 
tiary often does."* * * 


When Attorney General Ellis sailed 


in to collect taxes under the Willis law 
from 
delinquent 
corporations 
he 


"started something," as the 
saying 


goes. He sent notice to 36 steam and 
street railway companies in the state, 
whose franchises are now being ex- 
ercised by holding companies 
and 


which have not paid any taxes either 
under the Cole or Willis laws, present 
ing the claims of the state for the re- 
turns necessary to be made and the 
payment of taxes under such terms. 
The capital stock of these 36 corpora- 
tions is §171,000,000 and the taxes due 
the state would be $171,000 a year, or 
a total since the Willis law was en- 
acted of $1,026,000. This applies only 
to steam and street railways. 
The 


work of looking up the taxes due from 
these corporations has not progressed 
far enough to disclose how the tele- 
phone, electric light, natural and arti- 
ficial gas and other companies of that 
character may be affected. 
The dis- 


covery of this situation came about 
through the co-operation in the Willis 
law collection between the office of 
secretary of state and attorney gen- 
eral, and the claims have been formal- 
ly certified to Attorney General Ellis 
by Secretary of State Thompson. This 
is probably the biggest "find" in recent 
years, provided the view of the attorn- 
ney general is sustained by the courts 
in his position. * * •

Hindel and Chief of Police Sheridan 
were called soon after the body was 
discovered and drove rapidly to the 
scene.
